Defense Secretary Marshall 
declared today that the possi­ 
bility of Russia entering the 
Korean War is “more acute” 
than the prospect of a Soviet 
attack in Europe. 
Marshall made the state­ 
ment as he resumed testi­ 
mony for the fifth day before 
the joint Senate committee in­ 
vestigating the dismissal of 
Gen. MacArthur. 
The secretary was asked again 
by Sen. Hickenlooper <R> Iowa, 
whv he did not favor bombing 
Manchurian bases. Marshall re- 
plied:

see in the matter is that we have 
an issue there (in the Far East) 
that is very critical to the Soviet 
Union in that they now are in com­

"They expect us to be hicks,” she 
said, "and they’re surprised to see 
that 
we 
have 
refrigerators 
and 
read books.” 
B etter m eans of transportation, 
better roads and the consequent 
lack of need to change camp sites 
every year are responsible for the 
change. 
The 50 fam ilies at Mt. Emily 


have lived there an average of 
about seven years. The camp has ^ 
been in one place since 1932. 
Almost every fam ily has a car 
to drive to La G rande for en te r­ 
tainm ent or to shop. But the camp 
is a self-sufficient com m unity so 
fam ilies are not to dependent upon 
the city. 
Camp life centers around the 
com m unity hall where the wives 
arrange 
card 
parties 
and 
have 
showers from tim e to time and 
w here there is an occasional S atu r­ 
day night dance. 
All the homes began as w hite­ 
washed boxcars, but how com fort­ 
able they are depends largely on a 
fam ily’s 
initiative. 
E ither 
the 
.couple or the company build addi­ 


tions as fam ilies grow. Many have 
put in yards and gardens 
Electricity is generated at the 
camp so fam ilies can have all the 
appliances th a t go w ith it. 
C hildren attend the cam p’s tw o-j 
room school until they enter high 
school at La G rande. M others say 
the camp is a healthy place to rear 
children and healthy for adults too.

These 
privately-endow­ 
ed colleges are 
R o g er W .

too 
much of their students’ time and 
money. They will force the open­ 
ing of government colleges. 
Now 
let me expand upon what these 
government colleges may be like. 
My comments are based upon a 
life of experience with educational 
work. 
My Own Experience 
During World War II the navy 
took over Babson Institute and 
there trained 3.000 men in pur­ 
chasing. accounting and economics. 
They 
had wonderful discipline; 
they taught more efficiently and, 
of course, had no promotional ex­ 
penses. 
Our regular professors 
could not stand the strain of the 
work; finally regular navy officers, 
trained at Annapolis did the teach­ 
ing 
A navy captain served as acting 
president. 
Our own president re­ 
signed; our trustees became dum­ 
mies; and our instructors were re­ 
placed; but the Babson Institute 
during that period did the finest 
work in its history. 
In addition 
to the men getting a wonderful 
business 
education 
in 
a 
few 
months, they were built up phys­ 
ically and morally. 
Imagine any 
endowed college getting its stu­ 
dents out on the campus every 
morning all winter at 6.30 for “ set­ 
ting up” exercises. 
The students 
were given no free evenings, ex­ 
cept Saturday. 
Tough Training Makes Men 
But you say: “ We can’t educate 
all our boys for war.’’ 
Of course 
not.. Yet, no graduate of Annap­ 
olis or West Point need remain in 
the navy or army more than three 
or four years, respectively, after 
graduation. 
It 
is said 
that a 
larger 
percentage 
of 
Annapolis 
graduates 
become 
outstanding 
businessmen than do the graduates 
of any state university. 
Two of 
my intimate friends were such ex 
amples—John W. Weeks, who be­ 
came Boston’s leading banker and 
later U. S. senator, and Sidney Z. 
Mitchell, who after leaving an Ala­ 
bama farm as a bare-footed boy, 
created the billion dollar Electric 
Bond & Share company. 
A fair question is whether or not 
this discipline and efficiency could 
be kept up in peace times. 
Poli­ 
tics, apparently, has not affected 
Annapolis or West Point. Another 
question: If the government had 
100 such colleges, could the disci­ 
pline and standards be kept as 
high? 
They perhaps could be. 
under joint civilian and military 
control. 
Military Colleges Praised 
Probably it would be a mistake 
to make such a shift-over all at 


once; but the navy, army and air 
force could each take over a few 
of the poorly-endowed colleges and 
try it out—during both war and 
peace. 
The present tendency of 
our 
"Ivy’’ 
colleges 
to 
become 
"country clubs” must be stopped. 
Most engineering colleges and col­ 
leges of business administration 
would welcome the experiment. 
Surely, sensible parents would like 
to see this experiment a success. 
The Conant plan of having all 
boys drop school work entirely at 
18 years of age and go into mass 
military training for two years is 
wrong. 
Some boys might mak*' 
good students after returning, but 
| 1 doubt if the plan would make 
¡them better men. 
On the other 
Í hand, the present haphazard sys­ 
tem we now use seems impractica­ 
ble if we are to be in a "cold war” 
for ten years more. 
Another plan 
is to combine the last year of high 
school with the first year of col­ 
lege in a 12 month’s course of 
eight hours per day. Or, we could 
have more colleges like The Cita­ 
del of Charleston, S. C., the Vir­ 
ginia Military Institute of Lexing­ 
ton, Va., or the Pennsylvania M ili­ 
tary 
Academy 
of 
Chester, 
Pa. 
These and others now train effi­ 
ciently for both war and peace.

11 — (INS) — The first successful 
canning of whole fresh 
milk in 
history was claimed Thursday by 
the 
inventor of a 
revolutionary 
process that replaces conventional 
pasteurization with sterilization 
Dr. Roy R. Graves, 64-year-old 
scientist 
who began 
his experi­ 
ments with milk preservation for 
| the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture 22 years ago. said that 2,000 
gallons of milk are already being 


canned 
daily 
in 
East 
Stanwood 
under the new process. 
The process is regarded as the 
eventual answer to the m arketing 
of the U S. m ilk surplus to world 
areas where fresh m ilk is critically 
needed. The canning, which began 
March 30. is being done for Alaska, 
Japan and the arm ed forces. 
Dr G raves’ process differs from 
pasteurization, 
w'orked 
out 
by 
Louis Pasteur, in the degree o f , 
heat with which m ilk is treated j 
and the length of tim e the heat is 
applied. 
In the G raves sterilization pro- j 
cess m ilk is exposed to a much 
higher (278 degree) m inim um tem ­ 
perature, but for only eight sec­ 
onds in contrast to the 18 seconds 
under pasteurization. 
T he m ilk is never exposed to air 


from the tim e it’s taken from the 
cow until it’s sealed in the can. 
The canning is done in an aseptic 
atm osphere «of super-heated steam 
under electronic tem perature c o n -! 
trol. The process preserves m ilk 
in 
cans 
without 
condensation, 
evaporation or heavy refrigeration^ 
for an estim ated six m onths to a 
year.

Tire Engineers 
Get The 'Pilch' 


AKRON, O.—<1NS>— A tire en­ 
gineer pays as much attention to 
th e rhythm ic sound produced by 
tires as a musician does to the 
tune of a Stradivarius— and they 
•re both interested in the pitch. 
Tests are being conducted by 
B F. Goodrich engineers to find 
out at what point tire noise be­ 
comes a nuisance and distraction 
to most drivers. 
Bui it isn't that 
easy, they report, because the oc­ 
casional rum ble or hum of tires 
m eans safety to the m otorist. 
Perfectly noiseles tires could be 
built tom orrow, says W illiam F. 
Billingsley, tire design engineer, 
b u t only by sacrificing good an ti­ 
skid features. 
He points out that 
a silent tire would not develop 
enough fractional force for proper 
starting, stopping and steering. 
In searching for a quiet tire with 
good anti-skid qualities. Billingsley 
reports th at tire hum has been re ­ 
duced by "em ploying sm aller de­ 
sign pattern elem ents, by varying 
th e length of the designs around 
the tire to set up wave interfer­ 
ence patterns, and by designing 
the tire so that the resulting pitch 
will be above the norm al hearing 
range.' 
The two tire sounds least likely 
to annoy a driver—the “w histle of 
th e wind" or a “swish." he reports.

Is Abandoned 


Little Beaver Twp. 
Farmers Agree 
On Settlement 


The “embattled f a r m e r s ” of 
Littie Beaver township have won 
their point. 
They have abandoned their in­ 
junction suit against the D. W. 
Winkleman Company, builders of 
the western extension of the turn­ 
pike. 
v 
The Turnpike Commission has 
agreed to settle with John Scott 
and H 
A 
Leslie, whose farm­ 
houses front on Township Highway 
356, the road which must be par­ 
tially closed. 
Road s u p e r v i s o r s of Little 
Beater township agree to abandon 
1.2 miles of Township Road 356. 
the turnpike building goes on. and 
everybody is happy. 
The injunction hearing was to 
he r e s u m e d before Judge W. 
Walter Braharn Thursday after­ 
noon at 3 p.m. DST. The continu­ 
ance from the previous hearing 
was g r a n t e d to permit Harry 
Crowl Pepper, chief right of way 
c o u n s e l for the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission to be pres­ 
ent. 
Before the hearing, counsel for 
the turnpike commission, for the 
road supervisors and for the farm­ 
ers met and the agreement was 
reached 
In addition, the hearing by the 
board of viewers to determine 
whether or not No. 356 should be 
closed is abandoned. 
The case , arose-w hen the turn­ 
pike contractor, D. W. Winkleman 
C o m p a n y , began blocking off 
about 200 feet of No. 356 where it 
is bisected by the turnpike. This 
shut off the farmers residing on 
No. 356 from use of the road be­ 
yond the turnpike 
For some reason the turnpike 
commissicfh had not petitioned the 
Lawrence county court for permis­ 
sion to close the section of 356 
until recently. By the time the pe­ 
tition was entered, the contractor 
was ready to go through and the 
farmers objected. 
Their first defense was to throw 
a line of farm machinery along the 
highway blocking the contractor. 
Their next was an injunction. 
In permitting the abandonment 
of the two actions Judge Braham 
said, "The court is always happy to 
discontinue such litigation when 
an agreement is reached. 
“However, it should be remem­ 
bered that in Lawrence county the 
rights of everyone must be re­ 
spected. No one, not even the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commis­ 
sion can proceed without due pro­ 
cess of law.” 
Township Road 356 is not an im­ 
portant higway in that it connects 
two important highways or that it 
is used generally by the travelling 
public. It is a dirt road connecting 
with 37005. which in turn connects 
with the Enon Valley road.

an outlet for them, and in one 
case was used to get from one part 
of the Leslie farm to another.

The countryman long ago learn­ 
ed to take the weather as it comes. 
When his weekly tour of duty at 
the desk 
is completed, 
and 
he 
turns eagerly to his weekend es­ 
cape in the countryside, his enjoy­ 
ment is often rudely dampened as 
storm clouds roll across the hills 
and the probing lightning seeks 
out his woodland lair. This is all 
part of the outdoors picture—part 
of the fascination of the wayside 
trails which keep the confirmed 
hiker ever young in spirit, no mat­ 
ter how much his ageing muscles 
complain. 
But this year so far has been a 
severe trial to the countryman’s 
usual 
tolerance of weather 
va­ 
garies. Here it is the second week 
in May and not a furrow turned 
in the big garden below the house! 
Not even an onion planted. Since 
late in March rain and still more 
rain have poured from a seem ­ 
ingly 
bottomless 
reservoir. 
The 
farmer turns 
one 
trial 
furrow, 
finds the soil gummy and loses an­ 
other week. 
Business As Usual 
Despite the steady procession of 
thunder showers across the land, 
business as usual is the order of 
the day in the thickets. The first 
wave of spring 
flowers 
in 
the 
woodlands has 
faded 
from the 
scene. Right now is the heyday of 
the violet clan. Never have the big 
purple fellows put on a braver 
show, and the loamy hillsides are 
starred with blooms of the yellow 
and white varieties. 
During 
May 
the 
countryman 
takes his field glasses along and 
renews acquaintance with the gor­ 
geous 
members of the warbler 
tribe—those bright-colored feath­ 
ered 
jewels who come 
through 
during the month on their way to 
their nesting haunts. Some of them 
stop off, but most head for the 
Hudson Bay country. 
Between showers the sun made 
a valiant effort during the week­ 
end and I headed for an abandoned 
orchard on a hillside which edges 
a large reservoir. This should be 
good warbler terrain, if the birds 
were on the move. I parked the 
car and cruised back through the 
trees, with a weather eye on the 
low bushes edging the dam. 
Just 
then 
another 
bank 
of 
Clouds rolled in and the sun dis­ 
appeared for the rest of the day. 
But even'in the poor light I was 
able to pin down the little bird 
actively feeding in the willows as 
the myrtle warbler. His bright yel­ 
low rump and the white throat 
patch could be plainly seen. 
There were several pairs of blue- 


gray gnatcatchers bustling about in 
the thickets. This tiny bird is quite 
common in my hiking territory, 
which is about his northern limit. 
He looks like a miniature mocking 
bird, and makes enough noise for 
a bird twice his size. His peevish 
alarm note 
is never forgotten, 
once it is heard. 
I walked clear back to the head 
of the dam, 
noting 
the 
large- 
flowered bellwort in bloom among 
the trilliums in the woods, and 
arousing the 
ire of a pileated 
woodpecker, who called me names 
from a hidden stronghold in the 
big trees. There were all sorts of 
tiny birds on the move, but the 
light was so bad I could not name 
them with any certainty. 
Back at the breast of the dam 
I faced into the cold breeze and 
watched 
the 
magnificent 
flight 
performance of an aggregation of 
swallows and swifts. There was a 
hatch 
of 
brownish 
‘‘May-flies” 
dancing everywhere and the birds 
were taking a heavy toll. 
The next afternoon I tried again 
for warblers in a wooded ravine 
not far from the house. Again the 
sun 
proved fickle, 
and in 
two 
hours afield gave me perhaps a 
half hour’s service But during that 
interlude I pinned down the fire- 
throated Blackburnian warbler in 
greening 
ash. 
The 
flaming 
orange throat makes this bird un­ 
mistakable. 
A scarlet tanager flew through 
the trees, his new coat glowing 
like a red hot cinder. One of the 
nervous Louisiana water thrushes 
teetered along the rocky stream 
ahead of me. 
Golden ragwort was in flower 
in the ravine, and wild geranium, 
and the little bishop's cap.

St. Louis Solves 
Sitters' Problem 


ST. 
LOUIS— (INS)—<Getting 
a 
reliable and trustworthy baby sit­ 
ter in St. Louis today is just as 
easy as saying hello. 
All you do is pick up the phone 
and 
your 
precious cherubs 
are 
soon under the care of experts 
who 
probably 
fondled 
infants 
when you yourself were wearing 
three-cornered pants. 
The baby-sitting service, which 
operates only in St. Louis, is a 
“first” for any public agency any­ 
where. It is being run by the Mis­ 
souri State Employment Service, 
the free employment service of 
the Missouri division of employ­ 
ment security. 
Many of the 175 baby sitters 
now in the service’s card file are 
in the seventies, but most are be­ 
tween 50 and 65. To qualify as a 
“preferred” sitter one must be at 
least 35-years-old. 
The service recently took out 
what is believed to be the first 


“honesty bond for baby sitters’* 
ever issued anywhere in the world. 
It provides up to $2500 indemnity 
to the person hiring the sitter in 
the unlikely event of stealing. It 
covers 350 sitters— the expected 
number by the end of 1951. 
The annual $140 premium was 
put up by a collection among the 
service’s employes. 
Not only are state employment 
officials anxious to please parents; 
they feel just as obligated toward 
the baby-sitters. 
Prospective employers are in­ 
vestigated almost as thoroughly as 
the sitters themselves. 
State officials invite complaints 
about their elderly charges. But 
they also check with the sitter af- 


ter each joh to make sure that she ¡ 
was pleased with the surroundings 
and conditions of her employment, j

“Why can’t I sing like the other 
kids?” Jo Anne asked her mother. 
“I like to sing but the teacher says 
I don’t sing the tune and makes 
me. sit clear in the back of the 
room.” 
It is true that some children 
don’t seem to be able to carry a 
tune very well. Just why is a mys­ 
tery to us. 
But of one thing we 
can be sure. 
Tone-deaf children 
can learn to sing with an at least 
passable performance. 
Our twins are a t^se in point. 
Even before they went into the 
first grade, we noticed that a song 
had a different tune every time 
they sang it. 
Before long they 
became aware that they didn’t sing 
as well as most of the other chil­ 
dren. 
And then we were in for it. 
Whenever we were out in the car 
you could be sure they would ask 
us to help them. 
I'll never forget 
"The Bear Went Over the Moun­ 
tain,” for that was the one on 
which we practiced.

down, we would lowrer our hands 
if thpy went down when it should 
have been up, we raised them. 
Whether it was this, help from 
school or just gradual maturing 
they can now sing folk songs and 
other simple popular songs well 
enough to enjoy group singing 
And something of this sort seems 
to be the experience of most chil 
dren who keep on trying.

Fire Cistern Gives 
Farmers Protection 


URBANA, 111.—(INS)—A farm­ 
er’s best protection against fire 
loss is an easily-constructed, con­ 
crete fire cistern, according to 


Frank Andrew. University of Illi­ 
nois agr/cultural engineer. 
The biggest problem in fighting 
farm fires, Andrew pointed out. is 
having enough water to do an ef­ 
fective job. The fire cistern an­ 
swers this problem. An adequate 
3.000 gallon cistern of reinforced 
watertight 
concrete 
would 
cost 
about $400, and would be well 
worth the expense if used to ex­ 
tinguish only one small fire. For 
the average farm fire loss in Illi­ 
nois for 1944-'48 was $2.400. 
In addition, if a farmer lives in 
a Class A fire protection district, 
his fire insurance rates will be cut 
$.60 per $1,000 by having a cistern. 
This means a saving of $30 per 
year on $50,000 worth of insurance, 
Andrew 
recommends 
locating 


the cistern at least 50 feet away 
from any other building. It should 
be underground, the top flush with 
the surface. A 3,000 gallon cistern 
would measure six by seven by ten 
feet in size. It can be filled with 
rain water or by a pressure system 
drawing from the farm well. Sep­ 
arate wiring is recommended for 
the cistern. Then if other electrical

damaged, 
the 
fire 
fighting equipment stays in opera­ 
tion.

Another is tobacco dust of the insec­ 
ticide grade If used with powdered alum, mix two ounces of alum 
with one pound of tobacco dust to cover tops of the leaves and plants.
